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In  its  first  six  weeks  on  the  air  KPFA's  programs  were  almost  50  per  cent    live 
not  recorded  or   transcribed,  but  produced  and  broadcast  directly  from   the  studios. 
The  station  has  a  goal  of  at  least  two-thirds  "live"  programing,  to  provide  a  genuinely 
active  center  of  broadcasting.  But  almost  50  per  cent  "live"  is  more  than  listeners  in 
the  Bay  Area  arc  used  to-from  any  source.  It  is  not  bad. 

During  these  six  weeks  48  different  musicians  performed  in  the  KPFA  studios. 
That  is  one  reason  there  was  so  much  "live"  programing.  Another  was  that  67  different 
persons  participated  in  Public  Affairs  broadcasts.  If  Children's  and  Drama  progf  ms 
are  included,  a  total  of  165  artistically  talented,  unusually  informed  or  otherwise  wen- 
qualified  individuals  appeared  on  the  station.  That  number  is  apart  from  the  i9  per- 
sons carrying  out  staff  assignments.  KPFA's  first  six  weeks,  in  short,  brought  to  the 
microphone  directly  the  skills  of  184  individuals,  and  indirectly  the  imagmitive  and 
technical  effort  of  many  more  who  were  not  heard  in  broadcasts. 

There  are  two  things  we  do  not  imply  in  reciting  these  statistics:  that  statistics 
about  radio  indicate  anything  of  its  quality;  or  that  recorded  or  transcribed  programs 
arc  necessarily  bad. 

Recorded  music  on  the  radio,  if  it  is  properly  programed  and  accompanied  by 
some  enlightened  intention,  can  be  as  valuable  as  anything  else.  But  nothing  can  sup- 
plant  the  significance  of  the  radio  station's  direct  use  of  the  cultural  resources  around 
ft  It  is  an  unfortunate  fact  that  radio  management  in  general  has  the  sole  object  of 
purchasing  listeners  as  cheaply  as  possible.  Recorded  and  "packaged     programs,  the

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A   BASIC   REFORM   !N   RADIO 

Radio  has  been  here  to  stay  since  1923.  It's  here  to  stay  because  it  has  been  one  of  the 
sure  things  in  the  pursuit  of  profit.  But  in  radio's  profitable  history  one  thing  was  too  much 
forgotten.  The  listener.  And  one  other  tiling  was*iorgotten— the  numerous  people  in  the  radio 
industry  itself  who  grew  tired  of  the  limitations  of  commercial  broadcasting.  These  are  the 
basic  reasons  KPFA  exists  today. 

Radio  is  a  business;  without  its  profits  it  would  collapse.  But  in  a  major  metropolitan 
region  radio  is  urgently  needed  that  can  serve  a  higher  master  than  the  dollar.  The  interests 
and  intelligence  of  the  listener  arc  what  need  radio's  service.  But  only  a  station  sponsored 
by  listeners  can  begin  with  that  orientation  and  remain  true  to  it. 

KPFA  aims  to  fill  this  urgent  need  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area.  It  can  do  so— with 
sufficient  listener  support— because  it  was  not  created  to  earn  profits.  It  is  a  non-profit  radio 
station,  founded  by  professional  radio  people  whose  entire  purpose  is  to  realize  the  creative 
potentials  of  the  radio  medium,  and  to  explore  the  new  experience  of  broadcasting  actually 
for  listeners,  as  distinguished  from  advertisers, 

To  maintain  KPFA  as  a  listener-oriented  station,  we  are  inviting  subscriptions  to  the 
KPFA  Listener  Fund  at  a  rate  of  $10  a  year,  §5  for  six  months.  This  bi-weekly  Program  Folio 
is  provided  during  the  term  of  the  subscription.  The  subscriber  has  our  guarantee  that  KPFA 
will  continue  to  distribute  public  information  honestly,  to  program  for  the  growth  of  con- 
structive social  relations,  and  to  aim  at  becoming  the  source  of  the  area's  most  consistent 
unfolding  of  music  and  dramatic  values.

cheapest  available,  have  become  the  basis  of  all  independent  broadcasting  in  America.  For  this 
reason  if  none  other  the  station  that  fills  the  greatest  part  of  its  schedule  with  "live"  perform- 
ances is  likely  to  be  the  most  constructive  and  best  on  the  air,  even  if  some  of  its  performers 
are  inexperienced. 

The  interim  operation  of  KPFA  is  only  a  step  toward  the  quality  aimed  at  and  planned 

in  this  radio  project's  further  development.  But  again,  if  the  present  operation  is  viewed  com-    

parativcly,  there  is  much  to  be  encouraged  by.  Where  the  station  uses  recorded  music  it  is 
programed  with  the  utmost  care,  and  annotated,  by  a  fine  musician.  Iii  its  Artists  Con- 
certs, Young  Artists  Recitals,  Composers  Concerts,  Public  Affairs  programs  there  have  been 

sustained  periods,  we  believe,  when  the  listener  may  have  found  KPFA  as  rewarding  as  any-    j 

thing  he  had  ever  heard.  Letters  from  listeners  daily  document  this  belief. 

As  the  project  grows  it  aims  to  be  more  and  more  a  direct  agent  for  the  amazing  cultural 
concentration  of  the  San  Francisco  region.  This  aim  will  be  proved  in  the  amount  of  "live" 
programs  the  station  presents.  For  there  is  no  way  to  broadcast  for  a  great  community  except    _. 
to  put  it  on  the  air.
